The statement follows: 

For information of the voters of the 
town we present the following brief statement 
concerning our regular budget and recom 
mend is, and articles in the Warrant 
which call for expenditures under the direc 
tion of the Board of Public Works. 

Highway Maintenance 

$55,000.-This is the same amount ap 
prop | last year and will be required this 
year ve have for some time expended 
money under this account to a large extent 
for gravel roads and work requiring a consid 
erable amount of labor, and have spent less 
for materials than we would have preferred to 
do had it not been for the need of furnishing 
labor for citizens of the town. 

Many of our hard surfaced roads are badly 
in need of blanketing and we have included 
in this account a larger amount for tarvia, 
sand, ete., in order to protect the roads al 
ready built 

Highway Construction 
$0081.95—There has been no appropria 
tion for highway construction for two years 
and as we have used so much of our mainten- 


ance account on the rural roads the construc- 
tion of permanent roads in the center of the 
town has been neglected, and we presented to 
the Finance Committee this year three pro- 
jects for rebuilding; the Upper end of Morton 


Street, Harding Street from the railway 
bridge to Main Street, and Lewis Street. Of 
these the Finance Committee has approved 


the construction of Morton Street and we 
have agreed, if possible, to rebuild Harding 
Street from our maintenance account and we 
hope to be able to do this if free labor 
available from any source. Lewis Street is in 
very bad condition but we believe it can be 
carried over until a later date. 
Water Maintenance 
$27,000.—This is the same amount ap 
propriated last year, and has been carefully 
estimated as the miminum which should be 
appropriated to safeguard the system. 
Water Construction 


$10,000.—This appropriation last year was 
$11,125. This money is used mainly for new 
“vice connections and for renewals of old 
services and a portion of the expenditures are 
returned to the Town Treasury. Changes in 
road grades requiring new hydrant connec- 
tions etc. are taken from this account, also 
broken hydrants and work of this description. 
Sewer Maintenance 
-The appropriation last year was 
$5375. This money is expended for the main 
tenance of our sewer pumps, power, labor, 
house connec tions, main se wer lines, 
struction and repairs of mi inholes, ete.

Declare Emergency 
in Snow Removal 


The unusual expenditures caused by the 
recent snow storms have necessitated the 
declaring of an emergency in the snow re 
| moval and sanding departments in order to 
permit of further expenditures. According to 
state law no department may expend in any 
month prior to town meeting a sum of money 
greater than that spent in any one month in 
the preceding year, and the unusual snowfall 
in February almost doubled the amount 
spent in the largest month of 1933. Accord 
ingly the selectmen voted to declare an 
| emergency last Friday. 

The vote follows: 

“That an emergency exists in the Snow 
Removal and Sanding Departments and that 
therefore the Board of Public Works is 
authorized to incur liabilities and the treas- 
urer to pay bills and payrolls in excess of the 
amount spent in any one month of the preced 
ing year for similar purposes, ($7530 in 
March, 1933 being the largest). The amount 


spent so far in February is $3247.47 and the | 


payroll for the week ending February 24 is

What the Liquor Vote 
Means 


Some weeks agd the Townsman printed a 
story explaining the various questions on 
liquor to be voted on Monday, In order to 
enable the voters to yote more intelligently 
this information ig being reprinted here 

lhe first question deals with the selling of 
all alcoholic beverages, the second with the 
selling of wines and malt beverages, and the 
third with the use of “taverns,” These ques 
tions, by law, must be placed on the ballot 
at each biennial state election, which means 
that a communit ote holds good only for 
two years. They will appear on the town 


| ballotin March by vote of the selectmen, and 


on the state ballot in November because of 
the state law. If license is granted in March, 
it will be good for one year. If it is granted in 
November, it will be good for two years. If 
not granted in March it may be granted in 
November, or vice versa 

The questions follow 

1.) Shall licenses be granted in this town 


| for the sale therein of all alcoholic beverages 


(whiskey, rum, gin, malt beverages, wines 
and all other alcoholic beverages)? 

2.) Shall licenses be granted in this town 
for the sale therein of wines and malt bever 
ages (wines and beer, ale and all other malt 
beverages.)

Above the first two questions will be 
placed these directions 

(a) If a voter desires to permit the sale of 
any and all alcoholic beverages in this town, 
he will vote “ Yes” on both questions. 

(b) If he desires to permit the sale of wines

(c) If he desires to prohibit the sale of any

If a majority of the votes cast in a town

If a majority of the votes cast in answer to 
question one are not in the affirmative, but a 
majority in answer to question 2 are in the 
affirmative, such town shall be taken to have 
authorized for two calendar years, the sale of 
wines and malt beverages only. 

Question 1 does not include question 
but anyone voting ‘‘yes” on question 1 will 
probably vote “yes’’ on question 2. Question 
1 is for alcoholic beverages of the stronger 
sort, and question 2 is only for wines and 
ages. The wording of question 1 
seems to include question 2, but it is under 
stood that this is not so

This 
fyrst $100.00 was earned at a joint concert 
held in the beautiful Washington Auditorium 
at Phillips Andover Academy on January 6th, 


and is the joint gift of these clubs. 

Similar concerts will be held in five differ- 
ent locations in New England, namely in 
Maine or New Hampshire; in Rhode Island;

New Exhibitions at 
Addison Gallery 


A really striking exhibition of paintings is 
offered to the people of Andover at the Addi 
son Gallery this month. A Norwegian artist, 
Professor Christian Midjo of Cornell uni- 
versity, has loaned to the gallery several of his 
unique paintings which show the different 
phases of his career. Every picture is arrest 
ing—some more so than others. Some of the 
pictures one will dislike very much; others

will be liked. But whether one likes or dis- 
likes them, the feeling will be a very definite 
one—there can be no halfway likes or half 
way dislikes of the Norwegian professor's 
work 

Professor Midjo’s paintings have a very 
clear-cut quality. He uses very smooth broad 
strokes, and he limits himself to only pure 
colors, especially greens and blues. This 
seems to be what makes each individual 
picture a success or a failure, for such a 
technique can be eminently successful for 
some subjects while failing disastrously in 
others 

As one enters the loan gallery one of his 
best pictures, “White Night, Norway” 
looms on the opposite wall. This painting 
won first prize in the annual Norwegian 
American exhibit in Chicago in 1929, In the 
center of the wall to the left is another out 
standing painting, “At Life’s Black Cove,” 
full of the symbolism which marks his work. ' 
This shows a man standing on the edge of a 
black abyss, made more infinite-looking by 
wide parabolic sweeps of the artist’s brush 

Directly opposite “At Life's Black Cove” 
is another symbolic painting depicting ‘St 
John the Baptist” rising on the desert. Parts

Textiles have taken on a new life and 
vigor in recent years, and this exhibit demon- 
strates this tendency 

“Figures with Still Life” designed by Ruth 
Reeves is bolder than all the rest; it takes on 
the force of good modern painting without 
ceasing meanwhile to be a textile, “Mayan” 
is an adaptation from stone carvings of a 
double-headed serpent motif, red on gray 
linen. “ Yoxichilian” is based on the ground 
plan of a temple 

Two interesting textiles in the exhibit were 
designed by the pupils of the Shaw Junior 
high school in Washington, D. C. Realistic 
subject matter is utilized in a bold and force- 
ful design of angles and curves in Dorothy 
Bird Trout’s “Covered Wagon.” x
